The Lying In State.
The closing hours of the obsequial rites at the City

Hall were marked by incidents as touching as those of

spectator had cast his lingering glance upon the bier the
thousands who bad seen the body were only outnumberedby the thousands who had n«t seen it, though
they eagerly desired to do so. In sad earnestness we
have realized how truthfully that old writer spolto who
said that " calamity was ordained to be for human kind
the perfect gtase, wherein we truly see and know ourselves."Only through this terrible affliction could we

have learned how strong a hold our kindly-hearted chieftain,and the great principles for which he laid down bis
life, have obtained npon the national mind. Tho man is

dead, but the principles livo, and his foal murdor only
leaves the cause of liberty and unton, to which he devotedhis energies, more firmly established than heretofore.
